"Siamese .Twins" 


Political trouble in the Kingdom 


of Siam recalls the fact that it was 
this'little nation which gave the 
name ''Siamese Twins" to the 
•world. In 1811 two children born 
lo Chinese parents in Slam prov- 
ed to be united as one body. They 
toured Europe and America as a 
physiological freak two generations 
ago. They died in 1874, one sur- 
viving the other 214 hours. 


The ancient Siamese government 


vests supreme power in the king, who 
is assailed by a consultative council 
of four elder statesmen of the royal 
household, and by an advisory coun- 
cil consisting of the ministers of state 
and othei\ high officails. The cabicnt 
council functions as the legislative 
arm of the government. 


Until very recently the priests had 


complete charge of education; The 


i Siamese and Malays, and their religion 
pis' Mohammedan. In the capital city 


of Bangkok and the provinces the gov- 
ernment now maintains many schools, 
among them, cadet colleges and med- 
ical, civil service, law and engineer- 
ing colleges which have been incor- 
porated into the new Bangkok uni- 
versity. 


Dates Back to 1300 


The history of Siam dates back to 


1300, when King Phra Ramo Thjboda 
built a city named Ayuthia on the 
site of a still more ancient town, and 
made itjhis capital. He extended the 
Siamese 
A power southward into the 


Malay peninsula. For 200 years peace 
and progeprity reigned, and Ayuthia 
became a large and rich city. 


In 1759 the Burmese captured Ayu- 


thia and after a long struggle con- 
quered the whole country, 1767, They 
introduced a king of their own, and 
upon the withdrawal of their army, 
anarchy followed, 


A chinaman, the leader of a band of 


pirates, seized Bangkok, as the capital 
city had come to be known, and to 


, the great joy of the people expelled, 
' the last of the Burmese invaders. Tlvs 
Chinaman proclaimed himself king,

Military Holds Key Posts in Germany—Workers' Rule Loses Out 


By TOM WILHELM 


BERLIN.—(/P)—The spear point in 


the new German regime is General 
Kurt von Schleicher, minister of de- 
fense in the cabinet of Franz von 
Papen. 


After 13 years of rule by men who 


were mcs'.ly "self made" and repre- 
sentative of the working class, the 
German governmental pendulum has 
swung to the other side. Von Sch- 
leicher is generally credited with hav- 
ing been the force behind that move- 
ment. 


Today's • cabinet is made up "blue 


bloods" and "silk stockings," with the 
military clique theoretically in nomi- 
nal positions b\it, in fac.t, holding key 
offices. 


Political opponents have dubbed it 


"the monocle cabinet" because of the 
preponderance on it of junkers who, 
in imperial days, were typified by 
stiffly uniformed army officers with 
their right optics gleaming through 
single barreled eye glasses. 


Nobles to Power 


It is, too, eredominajitly a "von" 


cabinet for only three of the 10 chief 
ministers lack the noble rank which 
this handle to a name signifies. Be- 
sides von Papen and von Schleicher, 
there are Baron Wilhelm von Gayl, 
minister of the interior; Konstanlin 
von Neurath, foreign affairs; Count 
Lutz Schwerin von Krosigh, finance; 
Baron Friederich Elder von Braun, 
agriculture, and' Baron Eltz von Reu- 
benach, transportation. 


Less ornate cognomens idetify Hugo 


Schaeffer, labor; Franz Guertner, jus- 
tice, and Hermann Warmbold, eco- 
nomics. 


Von Schleicher was under-secretary 


of defense under General Wilheun 
Groener, the blunt soldier who com- 
bined that portfolio with the interior 
department in the defunct cabinet of 
Heinrich Bruening. By virtue of this 
place Groener' expected his subordin- 
ate to pull the German army out of 
politics, but recent events set a lot of 
people wondering about that. 


Paragarph 36 of army regulations 


provides that "soldiers dare not

Either its support, or at least a benev- 
olent neutrality, has been a controll- 
ing factor whenever venturesome pro- 
grams were in the making. 


Organize Defense 


Von Schleicher has been in the thick 


of things for years. He helped put 
down the "Spartacus revolt" which 
enveloped Berlin at the close of the 
Wwld war, and in 1923-24, when col- 
lapse of the mark threatened the ex- 
istence of the reich, he organized the 
defense forces of the infant republic. 


He hurdled entire grades in his pre- 


war army progress and now. just turn- 
ed 50, is one of Germany's youngest 
active generals. But he will go on 
the retired list if the von Papen cab- 
inet fails to survive the July 31 elec- 
tions. 


He laughs often but his seu^e of 


humor is as biting as it is geen. Some 
cajl bun a "laughing sphinx" because 
the reason for his mirth is not always 
comprehended by his auditors. 


Shoulder to shoulder with this fig- 


ure, is that of Baron Wilhelm von 
Gayl, a 53 year old East
